lu tlia few rouiarks tlmt wo ofTorGd on 
this important Bubjoet ou Saturdiiy wo 
tried ts abov/ tkat if tho contiuctors for 
tho construction of the cofferdam have 
failed, through preventable cauBQ3, to 
comply, with the terms of their contract, 
it would become the duty of the Qovern- 
mont to put in motion tlio ponal clause of 
the agroomout and entrust tho wcrk to 
other hands. It will u];il;o very littio 
difference to tho Proviuco who may com- 
plete the dam.Bo long aa it is completed, and 
the differonoo between tho contract price 
and the actual cost collected from Keed, 
Bros. & Co. There will be no nbandon- 
mont of tlio work, as tho organ of tho Op- 
position .seriously proposen. Aihnittod, 
that through tho blunders of tho Into 
Goyernmeut the country has boeu placed 
in a most unfortunate position: it is too 
late now to recede. Tho best must bo 
niadoof a bad bargain, and tho coffer- 
dam, the contract for which should never 
have boon given out until tho source 
whonou tho graving dock money was to 
co-ne had beeu placed beyond a queKtiou, 
pushed ou to completion. To aiiandoii 
the smaller work would be to 
show our utter unwoi thiuesb to bo outniat- 
ed with the larger and moro important 
one; and the British Crovorumeut woukl 
hesitate before increasing tho grant 
j[n;,»ld-, 'of the dock itself. It we 
set aside the oorre.spondenco on tho 
subject of tho Canadian advance, and al- 
allow tho dock to i.mt on its o-.vii merits, 
wo ^haU 800 that it. is a strictly national 
enterprise, iut-iuded for tho nccommodu- 
tion of tho naval and commercial marine 
of Caunda and Grout Britain. How un- 
just, then, to ask, to expect this feeble, 
sparsely-settled Province to furnish three- 
fourths of i'.'-^ money required in its cou- 
struction. iho uutortuiiatu mnddlo iu 
• which tho iiite Government loft tlio mat- 
ter is bgst illustrated by Mr. Walkeni's an- 
nouncement in the llonso of the Govern- 
ment policy. Challenged by Mr. Smith 
'of- Ya^ as to tho nature of tho Canadian 
a'dvanoe, the ox-Premier onnnciated 
his policy thusly: "Wo propose to 
go ahead and spend $10,000 on tho dock 
QU.l draw on Canada for that amount. If 
the draft is dishonored, then wo shall 
know tliat the advance is a loan and not a 
gift. If ic is not di-ihouoied then wo shall 
know that the advance is a gift and nut a 
loan." [Hear, hear.] The breadth of 
mind of the then Government was summed 
up in that brief exposition of drydook 
"policy." It was stolid ignorance in a nut- 
shell. Conglomerated incapacity photo 
graphed. Cotideused stupidity uncork 
od. Put this proposition to any business 
man to-morrow: Ask him to purchase 
stock of goods, tit up a stoie, hire a stall' 
' of clerks, and begin business ou 
capital which, when he reaobes out bis 
band lo grasp it, hefindsis'a will-o'-the- 
wisp, a more creation of his fancy, or, nt 
beat, avugue promise. Tlio man, even 
should ho succeed (which would bo doubt- 
ful) in obtaining credit on a foundation 
so flim-y, would go lo financial rags-and- 
tatters in a month. Now the position the 
ez-Qovernment put the country in is 
similar to that of the business man who 
nti:empts to build uj) a business ou a 
foundation formed of shadowy iirouiisei!. 
At the moment Mr. Wulkem m:ido his do- 
clarntiou correspondence was piogn s-ing 
between tho Victoria and Ottaw/i Govi rn- 
ments as to the nature of the advance. 
Yet ho did not he^itate to involve the 
cottutry iu an indebteiiness thirteen times 
ten thousanil dollars on dock account for 
the purpose of ascertaining whetiier the ad- 
vance was a gift or loan! No policy couid 
have played into the hands of tho Ottawa 
Goveruiujnt more clTL'ctually than that of 
tho Walkem Govcrnnieut, wliich first bor- 
rowed money of Canada and then tried 
to recover Provincial rights whi?h it had 
tied up in a bundle and thrown over tho 
fence! 

As regards the cofferdam, it ia well 

the public f-hould understand that tlm 
first prupoHition for abandonment has 
como from the Opposition. That propo- 
eitiou will not bo adopted by the Govern- 
ment. Tho cofferdam will go on. The 
work will not bo abandoned. If Reed 
Bros. & Co. cannot build the dam it will 
be tho duty of the Government to find a 
firm that can, and to charge the difTereiife 
between contract price ami cost to Ilced 
Bros. & Co'k. aci-onnt. In the meanwhilu 
negotiations with the Imperial Govt-ni- 
mtnt for the constrncliun of the main 
work will proceed, and tho many gooil 
frieuils the Province has in Loudon 
will put forth every exertion to advance 
its interests with tho Admiralty. Wo en- 
tertain strong hopes of complete .siicecss; 
and one of the best and surest means of 
assuring success will be the earnestness 
with wliich work may be prosecuted on 
the cofferdam.

England's Position in the North Pacific . 

(Frim llio VM Mill CU;',oHv.) 

Tho Piicilio iH £1 far distant oceuu 
and our pc'^seasious ou il8 shores five 
out-of the-way places, temoved, fiom 

the ordinary course of trafiSc and tra- 
vel. Ten yenrH np;o Captain Mayne, 
writing of this portion of tbo British 
Empire, described it as being- "little 
known niul Ighh bcctlod." And Ihia 
description rciuiuiis iioiirly as true to- 
day as it was when ponund. Very few 
Englishmen, except maybe here and 
there a stray and oner^Jietic traveller, 
or u few men who havo been drawn there 
by business or professional duties, 
know anything more aboul our posses- 
sions to the north of tho Straits of St. 
Juan do Fnoii tliau what thoy learnod, 
probably uiiwillingly enough, when 
ll'.ej- wero bovH at school. And yot 
England bus iiiiport'.uit inlerostH aud 
v.ahiablo property iu those distant 
parts. In Vancouver Island alone tbero 
aro coal-fields sufBcient enough, it is 
OHtiinatoi.1, for tbo supply of tho Stales 
on tho onKtern Bliorcs of tlio Paeilio; 
and, as a maltorof fact, San EraiiciHco, 
with its Humorous lines of ocoan-going 
stoiimors, docs not draw neiirly tho 
moiety of tlio coal she consumes from 
our coal-miiirs at Nanaimo. Our fleets 
iu tho Piicitio iiiust lio Bupiilioil from 
tlu) sumo Kourco, or with coal brou^dit 
with hibouf ;uul much oxpouso from 
Ei)glaiiil round the Horn; and there- 
loru, seeing that a modern man-of-war 
may bo coiiiitod as usolcbs unless sho 
can readily obtain largo and constant 
SLi[)plies of coal, it i.s well that now and 
agaiii the question should bo asked, 
wliich was very forcibly put by (Japtain 
Colomb in a paper read at the United 
Service Institution on Friday last on 
"liussiiin developement and our naval 
and luiiitiiry positions in tho North 
I'acitic," wliat measures have been 
taken to ensuro iliiit, in tho event of 
our becoining involved in a war with 
nny rwitiou which has a iieefc nlloat iu 
iu tho Pacilie, \VQ shall bo able to main- 
taiu ourselves iu po-^acHsiou of our 
valuable though dittaul posfcssions? 

As to tho value of Vuucouver Island, ou 
tho eastern co.ist of which lie the coal- 
mines of Nanaimo, as a base of naval op- 
cratiooB there can be no question. Coal 
is necessary for our fleet; and at Nanaimo 
there is coal in abundance. In 1875 there 
wi^ro three couipauies nt work there, with 
plant including eiuhteuu engines, six 
steam piitnps, aud communication by 
railway ivith tho coaling wharves, which 
aro 500 feet long, with a depth of water 
Biiiliciout to allow the largest Pacitio 
Ocean steamer to come alongside. And 
nowhere else on the wholo Paciilo station 
can our ships obtain coal, hp.vo at places 
whither it has lanMi bii.'u:-,'l,t from Eng- 
land and wlji-ro il kiMit iu stuail stoics. 
Aud y(-t,as C qjlain Coloinb clearly sliowg, 
we have made no disjiusitious whatsoever 
for the Safe custody iu time of war of 
these important mines. Our wealth there 
lies literally unprotected on tho beach, a 
prize for any power lo snatch away from 
us. There is not a single fortiiieation on 
Vancouver Island; fur the old bastion at 
Nanaimo, oa wliich aro inotiutod four or 
tiro guns, which are deaoribod by (.'apt. 
Mayno, R. N., as being "honey-combed 
twelve-pounders, with which the great 
fur companies havo been wont to awe the 
neighboring Indians," would be utterly 
usidcss aaaiust any nioie foi inidablo as- 
sailant. Nor with ri-yard lo ;)„r,v(;//„(,\' ran 
Ihit d',-fei)CO be csteiuucd to bu nny striai!,'- 
er. It is stated Ijy Captain Cido'mb thut 
the oatablialicd garrison at—not Nanaimo, 
no." yet of Vanoouver Inland— but the 
wholo territory known as liiiti^h Colum- 
bia, consists of 200 local militia, compos- 
ed of two companies of infantry and a 
half-battery of artillery. At tho inspec- 
tion in 1870 seven ofliecrs and si.\ty-niiio 
men of this force were present, wli.le tho 
ammunition uud tubes wero reported to 
bo "entirely unsuited to the guns." And 
it must be remembered that neither rein- 
forcements nor stores nor succor could 
reach this litilo band for months. A 
steamer leaving England, and averaging 
a steady eight kiioti an hour, would take 
eighty days to icach Nimainio, while on 
the other hand, it may bo rumailiod that 
an i'.'i|)editio;iary force could bu trans 
ported thither from Vladivostock, Nieo- 
layevsk, or Petropaulovaki iu about a 
fortnight. 

But it may be said wo have a fleet on 

the l'a"ilie .-tation, and surely this would 
be aid" to d' fi-iid what must bo its ical 
base of oiJei LitioiiH, the coal mines of Na- 
iiaiiiio and the harbors of Vaiu-ouver 
island. Adm.tLing for a moment that our 
squadron would bo strong unough, if 
united to oppose any possible oombina- 
lion of hostile naval forces in the Pacific, 
tho necessity it would he under of remain^ 
iug near in cndei- to guard tho place 
wlu'iice aloiH- it would draw an iinlispcn- 
salile eleniontof its cllicieucy would para- 
lyze its action and prevent its performing, 
just at tho very moment when its services 
would bo most required, tho duty for 
which it is maintained — that of protecting 
British commcrci; and -i5riti>li inicK'sts. 
Again, it wouK: be siinidy inii)ossil)!o to 
collect togethi'r b-tinii'.i all oj- oven any 
oonsidcial/li' poitioii of our I'acilic 
Our .'-liipH on that station do ncjt eruis(^ by 
squad reus. Tho few mon-of-war wo havo 
are scattered, one here, one there, alon.; 
an iiumeuBo extent of const. One, i'(u' 
instance, will be at Valparaiso; unoiln r, 
or may bo two, at Esquinialt, .--omc (;,()()(') 
miles away from tho formtu- idace; an- 
other will bo vi-iiini; tho poiis on' il,,- 
l\Ie.\ican cu-Mi{; another iierhaps at C.dLi'); 
while ono or two are almost euro to ho 
cruising among the Sandwich and South 
Hea Islands. With a fleet thus scattered 
it 18 eify to conceive that a very coiisid- 
I'rablo jioriod of tiino must in anv caso 
e'apse bof( re il em be couecntratcd." Not 
very long a;.^o a man of w.ir ou the Paoilio 
station was nine iiiontlis wiilioiit receiv- 
ing a single letter from England or a 
single com muuicalion from tho oouimau- 
der in-chief of the squadron. While 
therefore, dispatoli boats or other vessels 
wero steaming over the .station to (,'et the 
fleet fogel her, I he eni'iny would bo nl, In 
to Miil'o bin hlow iiiio)ipo^oil, and the ro- 
fieiied proli ction would come too hUo, 
j;ven torpedoes, of tho value of which for 
deieusivQ puruoHcsatftU events, wo havo 
lately hoard so much, would bo of but 
iitth! n.Mi in tln^ p.irlicular ease wo are 
eoiiHiiieiill.LT, fni- the wliolo of the cliailliol 
lo iding to Nanaimo does notb;doiig to ui> 
and wo (lould hardly jihint our toipedoes 
in whtera whioh do not belong to us, or 
blow up an enemy's ship within three 
miles of A neutral shore. 



As it ia, then, Vancouver Island, aud 
with it tho base of operations of a Hoot 
which may at any moment be called upon 
to nrotect important British iutorosta, is 
entirely unprotected, and at tho morcy of 
nny enemy w ho may strike at it. Tho ug- 
gregato tonnage of shipping entered and 
cleared from BritishColumbia was in 187'1 
some 312,000 tons, of which 80,000 was 
British. The total value of exports aud 
imports wos over £800,000, of which over 
.£212,000 wao going and coming and from 
tho XTnitod Kingdom. Hin addition, ns 
Caotain Coloomb remarks, tho whaling 
frado, tho largo carrying trade done by 
British voksoIb between other countries, 
and the continuous stream of our food 
supply which has itu source in this region 
of the world, are taken into account, it is 
no exaggeration to Bay that our interests 
in tho North Pacific are enormous. On 
tho other hand, wo havo on the north- 
west of the samo ocean a groat military 
liowcr, established tlioro after centuries 
of piii-sistent efforts, and having a coast 
lino and an interior eiipablo of developing 
great maritime strength, while the navy 
and military developmoDt of the regions 
annexed by her are out of all proportion 
to tho commorcial aud industrial pro- 
grcs.i. On tho eastern shore wo havo a 
liuwor 11 inking our linos of communica- 
tion with our naval baso; while notori- 
ously hitherto our naval operations in tho 
North Pacitio have been oompleto fail- 
ures. Under suoh circumstances it is 
high lime that, now that by tho lately is- 
sued mobilization Ecliemo tho safety of 
England has been provided for, wo should 
cast our eyes abro(\d and (uideavor to ren- 
der our bases of opei-ations aljn.'iul ccpial- 
ly secure agaiii:-l ah.sanlt.

St. John, N. B;, June 26.— It would 
bo difficult to find a vacant store in 

tho city ftt present. The business luou 
of St. John, iiistoiiii of being despoud- 
ent at tho Biuiden aweoping iiway of 
their cstablishinouts, aro prootiriiif^ 
now quiirteia oven Leforo tbo ashes 
havo cooled about tho ruins of their 
late joremisos. Not a inoiiiGnl; wa3 lost; 
in tbiukinfj over what could not bo re- 
called, but iustead of that there has 
been a rush and a push, indicating 
that the peoplaof this city havo not 
beed' borne down in the great sea of 
trouble that swept ovei them. Hund- 
reds'of generous oll'ors havo pourod in 
from every sido since Sunday, but it is 
impossible to obtain tho list, thoy aro 
so numerous. It only goes to show 
that in the hour of need strickon St. 
John will meet with the .sympathy and 
uBsistnnco that is necessary to 'place 
her people on their feet again. It will 
bo sati.sfiictory to all tlioso at a dis- 
tauco, who Imvo contributed so liber- 
ally towards the relief of St. John in 
her hour of darknoss, to know that their 
succour ia being distributed in a sys- 
tematic and judicious manner, and tijal 
every j^rccautiou possible, under the 
circuiBstancea, is being taken to pro- 
vent waste or fraad. The hoad-quarters 
for the distribution of provisions, 
bedding, clothing, &o.. is established at 
tho rink, where all who recoivo tickets of 
relief must ajijily. Tbo interior present- 
ed a heart-rending spectacle till day yes- 
terday. Around the proineuados were 
groups of those whom the Are had made 
paupers, some despondent and monrning 
the loss of their all, others cheerful and 
thankful for tho shelter and food they at 
present enjoy. Children of tender years 
formed a largo portion of tho throng, and 
their incos.sant prattle and merry play 
were in striking contrast to tho low voices 
and apathetic movements of their older 
eomjianions in distress. The centre of 
tho rink was filled with busy attendants 
engaged in distrihuting food to tbo tiokot 
holders, and in filling up from tho store 
rooms near by tbo numerous orders. la- 
side tho large enuntor ranged round tho 
foot of tho band stand wore some thirty 
persons, distribnting groceries, meat and 
provisions, which had been pot np by 
other assistants in small parcels suitable 
for families. This party is under tbo im- 
mediate direction of hcveral of tbo com- 
niittoo, w ho bavo stuck to thoir po.^ta 
from early morn till late at night. In the 
kitchen, in tho stove houses, in the com- 
mittee rooms, and at the doors,

and relief is tendered in a manner that 
shows they aro desirous of discharging 
their duly w-itbout giving tbo slightest 
olYenco to tho most tender-Oearted. From 
seven o'clock tbo riok was thronged with 
applicants, for food, armed with tickets 
from the committee or prominent citizens. 
A careful eritimato of tbo family and 
single tickets sliow that from seventeen 
to twjnty thous.ijid persons were supplied 
with substantial food yesterday, In ad- 
dition to this, about three hundred were 
fed iu the rink, rooeiving three substan- 
tial meals. Tea and coffee are given out 
at every meal and meat twice a day. This 
is cousidored nuccs>ary owing to the ex- 
hausted condition of many of the homo- 
leas ones, and espocinlly so to old people 
.aud those iu poor bealtli. Soup is made 
every thiril day. About thir:y-tivo gal- 
lons of milk were given to tho babies yes- 
terday, as well as generous quuntiiies of 
sweet biscuit. One or two ntteudants are 
constantly omployed in a Immisturing to 
tho waiittof tuo littlo ones, who, nestled 
in the arms of tiieir wan and we iry mo 
ihors, or lying fa-t asleep on their beds 
of straw, are tile rocip ii Bts of tho bnarc- 
felt com[)ae^ion of all observers. Meals 
are cookoil in the rinlt for from two hun- 
dred to four liiindred persona a day. while 
a greater nninber are (»ired for at night, 
i'^ach holder of a ticket is admitted by tbo 
main entrance, and is at once directed to 
theci.cular eouiit-jr iu tlio middle of tho 
rink. One of the clerks iu waiting ro 
ceives tbo ticket and issues supplies iu 
proportion to the number of moutas to 
be feil. These supplies include broad, 
biscuit, or fluur, meat or dsh, tea, sugar, 
butter or oheeso, and potatoes. Tho do 
maud yesterilay was unusually largo, but 
that is accounted f^-r by the fatd that 
m iiy did not come at all on Sunday, and 
were therefore out of fond, while many 
who througn jirido or feelings of shame 
had belli back before were compelled by 
tbo pangs ot hunger to seek immediate 
relief along with their equally unfor 
tnnale but less susceptible townsmen. 
Enquiry at the seveial countorH showed 
tlie amount of provisions already consum- 
ed to bu somciliing euuriuoiis, but tho 
ntock on hand holiis out, well and ia being 
constantly roplouished by the arrival of 
supplies from idi points of the oompass. 
Since Saturday morning there have been 
given out about 2,000 lbs. of sugar, eight 
(diests or l.OUU lbs. of tea, twenty boxes 
of cheese, twciily tulis Initlor, one hun- 
dred pounds of 1 oll'ee, and otlior grocer- 
ies iu projiortiou. Tlio average snpi)ly of 
])ork given outpordiiy has been twenty- 
live bariels or 6,000 lbs., and yesterday 
twenty-t\vo fpiartors of fresh beef, weigh- 
ing aliout .■!,.'jll I lbs. , were cut up and dis- 
tributfd. P.italoes and dtlna' vegetables 
were iu i.'Oiistant demand. Many liarrels 
of biscuit and 10,000 loaves uf bread have 
lioon given out. These figures aro umler 
rather than above tho estimates. A glauco 
through the rink revealed considerable 
Hupplios on hand. Barrels of flour, jjota- 
toes, biscuit, bread, boxes of fish, and 
quantities of p.)il-, meal, beets, dried ap- 
[ilos, butter, clieeso, eodlisli, etc., were 
pileil around th« inside of the oounter or 
on the body of the rink tvhieh.by tho way, 
has b'jea floored over, bnt though thoho 
occupied considerable siiaoo the demand 
of a few hours would sweep them away. 
In tbo store-rooms near b,y much stuff 
was to be .seen, |n incip:dly flour, of which 
there woreabuut t),()0(J barrels on baud, 
nearly all that had been sent.

English Mail. 

[PerSteamerMorth Pacino.j 
The iron and coal trades in South 
Stafrordshiro are so depressed that 
largo uuiuberH of iron-workers aro on 
only half timo, and many collioriesaro 
stopped. Messrs. G. B. Thomeycrott 
& Co., ono of the oldest and largest 
firms, lately gave all employees, at the 
Shrubbery Ironworks.Wolverhampton, 
notice to leave next moiitii, and on 
Moudixy they decided to ofl'or for .sale 
by private contract all their establish- 
ments in StaH'ordshire consisting of 
iron and coal mines and blast furnaces 
at Bradley, aud mills atd forges at 
Wolverhampton. 

A terrible caso came before tho Bor- 
ough Coroner of Liverpool. A man 
named Garity had died from the ef- 
fects of excessive drinking, aud the 
tale which his widow had to toll was 
one of the most fearful illustrations 
of tbo occasional results of drink 
which has ever been told to tho Coro- 
ner for Liverpool. She was blind, aud 
her blindness had been caused by tne 
brutality of her husband, who on one 
occasion had kicked out one of her 
eyes, and on another had gouged out 
tho other with a burning caudle. Ho 
was a badge porter, at one tiiuo, but 
lost his badge owing to his drinking 
habits, and latterly bad worked as a 
portor about the docks. He had been 
a "drinking man" during the whole 
of ,3G years of ii inurried life, until bo 
was found dead in bed. 

Largo congregations attended at St. 
Peter's Chuich, Folkestone, on Sun- 
diy, it being understood that thellev. 
C. J. llidsdale intended to disobey the 
judgment of tbo Privy Council. At 
high celebration of Holy Conimuniou, 
Mr. liidsdalo olliciatod in alb, chfisu- 
ble, aud maniples. Water was mi.\.ed 
with wine, and wafer bread was used . 
Two candies were lighted on tho all ii^ 
Thoro wero live coiniiuuueaiits at the 
evening service. Mr. Ridsdalo.in the 
course of his sermon, said ho resisted 
monition, as it ran counter to thex)lain 
order of tho Church, which command- 
ed tho use of vestments. Two lights 
on tho altar wero sanctioned by ru- 
bric, and, as it seemed clear to him, 
were commanded by tho Church at 
communion time. Ho defended the 
mixing of water with wine. He said 
he would remove the crucifix when the 
order was received. He explained why 
he appealed to the Privy Council, and 
in conolueion pointed out what the 
Public Worship Act had done in Lon- 
don. 

Mr. S. 0. Beeton, the well known 

publisher, has died of consumption at 
Sudbrook Park, near Richmond, at 
tho age of forty-six. Mr. Boetou was 
tho first, in 1855, to iiitroduco ilrs. 
Stowo's "Uncle Tom's Cabiu" into 
England, and the success of that work 
was so enormous that he undertook a 
voyage across the Atlantic to present 
the authoress with tho sum of £500, an 
entirely voluntary payment on bis part. 

With regard to the vacancy in the 
representation of Huntingdoushiie, 
caused by the premature death of Sir 
Henry Polly, it is slated that tho Lib- 
eral party will be prepared to contest 
the seat, and that iu all probabilty 
Lord Emuo Gordon, n brother of tho 
Marquis of Huntly , will be their candi- 
date. Lord Mandeville, son of the 
Uuko of Manchester, will be the Con- 
servative candidate. 

Mr. O'Keefe, member for Duiigar- 
vau, is dead. Mr. George Dillon-Webb 
has issued an address to tho electors. 
He is a supporter of the Church, and 
in denouncing tho cry of Home liulers 
calls upon tho electors to "stamp out 
that pernicious agitation tvliich has 
hitherto roiulerGd Irish jKiIitical influ- 
ence a nullity." Mr. Walter Redmond 
has come forward as a Home Ruler. 
Mr. Henry A. Slattery, a director ot 
the National Bank, has issued his ad- 
dress aud promises to earnestly seek 
Home Rule and the leleaso of tho 
Fenian prisoners. Mr. Henry Matliewa, 
a Cousoivativo of Homo Rule proclivi 
ties, who represented Dadarvau from 
1868 to 1874, will also be asked by his 
friends to stand. 

With the view of promoting uuifortn- 
ity iu tho dross of seamen iu the navy, 
tbo Lords of Admiralty havo directed 
that the llanuels of seamen shall bo 
cut square across the breast, and close 
up to the neck — so as to afford more 
protection to the chest — witli a narrow 
halt-inch blue binding ron :jd the neck, 
tho wealing of sleeves being optional.

Less Viaonoua tuan TiiiEn Fathers. 
A New Hampshire correspondent of 
tho MaucLcstor Mirror express his 
views on tho deserled farm question 
thus bluntly: "If farms liavo run down, 
the people who occupy them aro along 
ways ahead of the race. We have got 
on our farms to-day a class of people 
who can cipher through the algebra, 
play tho piano, and boast of aqniiin- 
tanco wilhllue arts, but they cairi work.' 
They have got fine minds Inittliei:' bod- 
ies are sickly, puny and weak. To talk 
tho mattor plainly, we have bred the 
bone and muscle out of our families 
[ until we have got a kind of human 
Jerseys, fine boned mild-eyed, nice to 
look at, and pet, aud put on ex- 
hibition, but so tender and wcaic that 
they are fit neither for-our climate, our 
work or our circurastancos. Our fathers 
worked 12 to 1-i hours a day and never 
thought of getting lired. We aro used 
up when we have worked four hours. 
Our mothers made butter and cheese, 
fed the pigs and chickens, did the 
milking, raised a dozen children, made 
tho clothing for tho family, and when 
the shower was cjiuing could rako or 
or load hay. Our wives want a maid to 
tend the baby, another to do the house- 
work, a boy to do the chores, aud if wo 
keep more than one cow a cheese 
factory to proveut the milk from spoil- 
ing. It is safe to say that ten farmers' 
wives to day cannot do as much hard 
work as would two 50 years agt^. As a 
fanning people we are played out.Jf 
tiio young New Hampshire farmer who 
wnuts a wifo to help him get a living 
instead of ono to liaug ribbons on and 
pour patent medicines into, would just 
go down to your city and ilnd a good 
strong, vigorous, industrious and 
frugal Irish or German girl, he would 
find his farm would pay better than it 
does now, and his children would bo 
likely to bo worth tea times as much 
as farmers as will bo niiy of tho next 
generation of pure-bred Yankees."
